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WHAT AMERICA CELEBRATES 


On July Fourth the American people do 
not. celebrate merely the wietory they 
gained over a mother country which was 
then in the power of a court of German 
ancestry \and. feeling. Nor do the people 


celebrate merely the anniversary of the - 


time when they attained the right of self- 
control and individual expression. a 
They_also celebrate the final triumph o: 
certain distinctively American ideas, On 
July 4, 1776, the representatives of the 
American @lonies, then only obseure little 
settlements. on)the fringe of the untamed 
wilderness, met to ‘discuss certain prin- 
ciples of liberty very dear to these hardy 
pioneers. They ended by agreeing upon 
a Declargtion in which they set up cer- 
tain standards_of liberty and democratic 
government which sounded very strange, 
revolutionary, and visionary in the then 
monarchical world. K 
This declaration could hardly be said 
to have fallen like a bombshell in the 
Europesof kings and empires. It did not 
make noise enough:for abombshell,.« ‘The 
sages of the old world laughed at it, as 
the outburst of-a rustic people far re- 
moved from the centers of experience and 
wisdom. . es 
Yet the principles announced by thie 
little band of patriots have overturned 
the whole world. The inspiration of lib- 
erty was conveyed first to the peoples of 
Western Europe, several of whom before 
many years oither threw off the yoke of 
kings altogether, or curbed their power. 
But the great empires of Central and 


Eastern Europe maintained their scorn 
of American liberty up to the recent war. 
But. liberty. has proved too strong for 
them. It has put, down the mighty and 
‘exalted ‘those ‘of low degree. 

This principle, which had to wait from 
July 4, 1776, to now for full vindication, 
is what America really celebrates on its 
national anniversary next Friday. . 


LABOR’S CONSERVATIVE STAND 


From the noise that has been created 
by the I. W. W. people, the Anarchists, 
Reds, and other disturbers, it had heen 
feared that their demoralizing ideas had 
obtained a large hold in this country. 
When you see some Bolshevik howling 
from'a soap box, filling the whole square 
with his lung exercise, the assurance with 
which he speaks gives his words an im- 
portance that’ they do not’ possess’ ins 
reality. The people who. listen are not 
commonly adherents, but’ mete curiosity 
seekers, 

It was confirmatory of American com- 
mon sense, that the American Federation 
of Labor, at its convention recently closed 
at Atlantic City, should have turned down 
I. W. W. and communistic proposals with 
such an overwhelming voice. . 


SEVERITY OF PEACE TERMS

to do so by force. But if it is- essen- 


" tidlly just, Germany will find that laments 


and protestations will be useless. 
, A certain element of people in this 
gountry, not all of whom have been re- 
garded in the past as pro-Gerthan, are 
-denouncing these peace terms, as -lacking 
in conciliatory spirit. They are declared 
to be based on the old principles of im- 
perialism and conquest. : 
It will be found that the people who 
take this attitude, are usually inclined 
toward Socialistic jdeas. Germany has 
mow overthrown autocracy, nominally ‘at 


least, and is apparently committed to 


socialistic principles. Hence a certain 


“@lement of people of that stripe feel much 


pated in the evil: deeds of their govern- 
ment. They applauded /to the skies its 
barbarous acts and wicked policy—so long 
as it was successful. Now that it did not 
conquer, they attempt to make it the 
goat. + 
Furthermore, even if the German peo- 
ple were honest. but were deceived by 
their government, a pcoplé that can be 
so led. around by wipked men would be 
just as dangerous as if they were évil 
themselves. However they are to be re- 
garded, ‘they need this severe lesson. In 
the long run it will be best for them as 
well as the rest of the world.
